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RAISING THE EXPECTATIONS 

Last September, The Detroit News produced a commemorative 
section on the Detroit Tigers' new downtown home, Comerica Park. 
A quote from the headlining story read as follows: 

“When the Tigers’ new home opens next spring, designers say it 
will change baseball by changing what fans expect from a day at the 
ballpark.” 

Those who have visited the ballpark agree. A carousel. A ferris 
wheel. A mammoth water feature in center field that can be 
choreographed to any music. A decade-by-decade pedestrian 
museum enveloping the main concourse. These are but a few 
examples of what the new Comerica Park will bring to fans visiting 
downtown Detroit as we enter the new millenium. 

Groundbreaking for the $300 million project took place on 
October 29, 1997. More than 60 percent of the financing is private, 
with the rest contributed from public sources. In the time since 
groundbreaking, the design has continued to evolve. The resulting 
goal realized is a combination of a classic design for the seating 
area with amusement and entertainment features that are unique to 
Comerica Park. 

Tigers owner Mike llitch played a direct role in designing the 
facility and brought years of family entertainment experience to the 
process. 

“If the fans feel the pride that this is their park, and a pride of ownership, 
then we've accomplished what we set out to do,” said llitch. 


AN URBAN VILLAGE 

Comerica Park itself is built around the configuration of the playing field. All 
planning efforts established fan sight lines as the highest priority. The 
surrounding “outbuildings,” however, conform to the property boundaries of 
Montcalm, Witherell, Adams and Brush Streets. 

As one enters these boundaries, Comerica Park appears rooted at the 
center of an urban village, a village that includes shops, restaurants, offices 
and other attractions. Eight, two- and three-story buildings of varying sizes and 
heights make up this village of outbuildings which houses many of the service 
facilities surrounding the park. Roughly 70,000 square feet of retail space is 
included and another 36,000 square feet is dedicated to Tigers’ offices. The 
result is a landscape that blends into the surrounding street life of Foxtown. 

And with no upper deck outfield seats, no ballpark offers a better view of a 
downtown skyline than Comerica Park. 


THE CONCOURSES 
The concourses are among the most generous of any facility. The 
minimum width of the main concourse is 40 feet, with wider concourses in 
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many areas. The upper concourse is approximately 34 feet wide. The general 
standard for concourses in existing ballparks is 32 feet in width. Concourses at 
old Tiger Stadium were between 17 and 27 feet on the lower level and 
measured 11 feet behind the last row of the lower deck and 11 feet in the 
upper level. 


THE WALK OF FAME 

Touring the main concourse, fans are taken through time on a tour of baseball 
and lifestyle history. The concourse is divided into different eras from the 20th 
century, and as the fan progresses on his or her walk, they move into a 
different time frame of history. Decade Monuments covering two decades each 
are placed throughout the concourse, towering from floor to ceiling and 
featuring artifacts from appropriate eras. Heading into the next century, plans 
call for “The Walk of Fame” to be incorporated into the upper concourse as 
well. 


THE SCOREBOARD 

Comerica Park features a main scoreboard larger than any other facility in 
existence. The face of the structure, in fact, is equivalent to the size of the face 
of the Fox Theatre Office Building facing Woodward Avenue (180' wide). The 
structure includes one video screen (42'x24'), one large black and white matrix 
board with the line score (64'x34'), and a color matrix board (42'x24'). 

An old-time, out-of-town scoreboard is placed at field level within the wall 
in right-center field, and a Pitch Information board alerts fans to the speed of 
each pitch thrown in the game. 


CONCESSIONS FACILITIES AND FOOD COURT 

Typical ballparks have a point of sale (register) for every 200 fans; Comerica 
Park will abbreviate the wait with one point of sale for every 125 fans. 
Concessions (including those for premium seating and suites) will be under the 
direction of Olympia Entertainment, Inc. (OE!). Among the features are the 
“Brushfire Grill” barbecue area behind third base and a circular food court 
behind first base. 


Sod was installed at Comerica Park in early November even before seats filled the lower 
bowl, and the ballpark began to take shape. 


The view of the downtown skyline from Comerica Park will be unique among major 
league ballparks. 


CAROUSEL FERRIS WHEEL AND WATER FEATURE 

In the middle of the food court, a merry-go-round carousel is available to 
young fans, with patrons riding atop tigers instead of horses. Behind the 
Brushfire Gill stands a baseball-themed ferris wheel. Centerfield features a 
giant water feature, “Liquid Fireworks,” that synchronizes music to spraying 
fountains of water. 


SEATING LEVELS AND CAPACITIES 

There are approximately 23,000 seats in the lower bowl of Comerica Park 
and 2,000 in the two suite levels. There are roughly 11,000 in the main upper 
deck. From just past first base to the right-field foul line there is a section with 
4,000 seats that does not have a suite level. Therefore, the upper deck in this 
level is approximately 15 feet lower and closer to the field than the main upper 
deck. 


PREMIUM SEATING AREAS 

Comerica Park features four premium seating areas. The Tiger Den is the 
first of its kind in baseball. Located at the upper rows of the lower bowl, it 
resembles the fashionable boxes at old-time sporting venues with movable 
chairs. A private Tiger Den lounge is available for patrons. The first five rows of 
the upper bowl have been designated as club seats, and patrons have access 
to the Club Lounge. Another premium seating area is located in the lowest 
rows of the lower bowl, called On-Deck Circle seats. Additionally, there are two 
levels of suites, which include several party suites that are available for 
individual game rental. 


TIGER CLUB 

The Tiger Club, open on a membership basis, features approximately 
20,000 square feet of entertaining space. There is seating for 300 overlooking 
the playing field in right field, a bar for 200, a cigar bar and banquet facility. 


HANDICAP FACILITIES 

Comerica Park complies with all guidelines of the ADA. In completing the 
facility, the Tigers worked extensively with organizations including The 
Paralyzed Veterans of America's Michigan Chapter and the Michigan 
Commission for the Blind. 


GATED ENTRANCES 

There will be three main gated entrances to Comerica Park, each featuring 
attractions on a grand scale. Among the features are immense 80-foot high 
baseball bats framing the gates, tiger sculptures and Pewabic tile accents. 


STROLLING ALONG ADAMS 

The impressive views will not be limited to those seated in Comerica Park. 
People walking outside the grounds along Adams Street (in the outfield) enjoy 
a view of the action of playing field. 


ROOF DECKS 
On top of the three buildings fronting Witherell Street there are Roof Decks 
for fans. 


THE FLAGPOLE 
The flagpole sits in the field of play in left-center field. This was a hallmark 
tradition of Tiger Stadium since it opened in 1912. 


COMERICA ON BOARD 

On December 21, 1998, Detroit-based Comerica Incorporated and the 
Tigers partnered on a naming rights agreement for the Tigers’ new home. The 
announcement came on the eve of Comerica’s 150th anniversary of 
Comerica's service to the Detroit community. 


THE TEAM 

The design team of HOK Sport and the Detroit-based Smith, Hinchman and 
Grylls served as architects for Comerica Park, while Huber, Hunt & Nichols, 
Inc., Turner Construction Company and White Construction Company joined 
forces to form Hunt-Turner-White as construction management team. Private 
financing accounts for more than 60-percent of Comerica Park, with partners 
including the Tigers and a bank syndicate led by Sumitomo Bank, Limited. 
Societe General, First Chicago NBD, Provident Bank of Maryland, First of 
America Bank, Standard Federal Bank and Michigan National Bank are all 
participating in the syndicate. Public financing participants include the Michigan 
Strategic Fund (infrastructure), City of Detroit Downtown Development 
Authority and Wayne County.

The 1999 season saw the Detroit Tigers complete their 99th year 
of American League play. One of the most successful franchises in 
the history of the major leagues, the Tigers have posted the second- 
most all-time American League wins, behind only the New York 
Yankees. 


MODEST BEGINNINGS 

Joining Boston, Chicago and Cleveland as the only charter 
members of the American League, the Tigers’ history actually pre- 
dates the beginnings of the league itself. Detroit professional 
baseball dates to 1881 when the city sported a franchise, known 
alternately as the Wolverines or simply the Detroits, for the first of 
eight seasons in the National League. One of those clubs, the 1887 
entry, won the league's title and went on to take 10-of-15 games 
from the American Association champion St. Louis club in a cross- 
country playoff series. 

After the National League club moved to Cleveland following the 
1888 season, the city was home to various minor league clubs 
through 1900. It was during this time, however, that the foundation 
for today’s Tigers was laid. 

In 1894, baseball legend Ban Johnson, who later would go on to 
serve 27 years as the American League's first President, awarded 
Detroit a slot in the reorganized Western League. It was a significant move 
because just six years later Johnson changed the name to the American 
League and gained major league status for the circuit in 1901. 

It was also in those early years that the Detroit baseball club first became 
known as the Tigers. Some baseball historians credited Philip J. Reid, editor of 
the Detroit Evening News, with first using the name in print in 1896. The 
team’s manager that same season, George Stallings, also took credit for 
initiating the nickname because, he said, the black-and-brown stockings he put 
on his players reminded the fans of “Tiger Stripes.” 

\t appears, however, that the name dates back one year earlier, a year 
before Stallings became manager, and has been credited to an unidentified 
headline writer at the Detroit Free Press. 

“Strouther’s Tigers Showed Up Very Nicely" read a headline in the paper 
on April 16, 1895. The same page also listed a series of baseball notes, 
headed by “Notes of the Detroit Tigers of 1895.” The name caught on, and the 
Detroit Tigers were officially christened. 

Under Johnson's leadership, the American League in 1901 declared that it 
would conduct business as a major league, Unlike predecessors such as the 
Union Association, the fledgling league would not only survive but thrive, and 
the Detroit Tigers played a major role as the game took on its modern shape. 
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TIGERS DEBUT, COBE EMERGES 

On April 24, 1901, the Tigers prepared to take to the field for their first 
official American League game. A standing room only crowd was anticipated at 
Bennett Park, but unpredictable weather postponed the opening by a day. 

On that historic aftemoon in front of 10,000 fans, the Tigers entered the 
ninth inning trailing Milwaukee, 13-4. A series of hits and miscues followed, 
moving the score to 13-12 with two runners on. With two out, Tiger Frank 
“Pop” Dillon faced reliever Bert Husting, and the lefthanded hitter rapped a 
two-run double to complete a 14-13 comeback win. 

The 1905 season was a remarkable one for the organization in that it 
marked the first in a Detroit uniform for Tyrus Raymond Cobb, the most 
famous Tiger of all. Acquired in exchange for pitcher Eddie Cicotte and $700 
from Augusta of the Sally League (plus an additional $50 for “immediate 
delivery"), Cobb played the first of his 3,033 major league games on August 
30, 1905. He would remain with the Tigers for 22 years, and when he retired in 
1928, he had collected more records than any player in major league history. 

The 1907 season saw the emergence of two individuals, neither of them 
players, who would both play significant roles in turning the fortunes of the 
young Tigers, One was Frank Navin, who began as a bookkeeper with the 
franchise in 1902 before acquiring a full half interest ownership in the club and 
becoming team president. After Ban Johnson's retirement in 1927, Navin came 
to be regarded by many as the most powerful man in the American League. 
The other was Hughie Jennings, a keen judge of talent who would lead the 
club to three consecutive league championships as one of the most colorful 
managers in major league history. 


ONE STEP AWAY 

That same 1907 season, the Tigers won their first pennant, taking the 
American League by one and one-half games with a mark of 92-58. A 
disappointing loss to the Cubs in the World Series followed. 

The next two years the Tigers repeated their regular-season successes, 
winning league titles both seasons. Like 1907, however, the club was defeated 
by Chicago and Pittsburgh, respectively, in the Fall Classic, ~ 


It would be years before the Tigers would have an - 
opportunity to erase the memories of their post-season 
struggles in World Series play. The period from 1910- 

34, however, is not lacking of historical interest as it , 
< 


featured some remarkably talented teams and individuals 
that came up just a little shy of taking the next step. 

In 1911, Gobb finished with a personal-best batting ; 
average of .420, finishing just short of the all-time _—— 
American League single-season record of .422 sel» se) wf 
by Nap Lajoie in 1901, In 1912, the club moved into ws j 
its new ballpark, named after Frank Navin, but the j 
campaign was marked by a one-game players’ strike in a y 
retaliation for a suspension levied on Cobb for taking a y 
punch at a fan in New York. The May 18 strike forced the oe 
Tigers to put together a team of sandlot players for one 
game, a 24-2 loss at Philadelphia. 

Three seasons later in 1915, Jennings and his club 
posted a regular-season record of 100-54, yet the skipper J 
remembered the campaign as "the biggest disappointment’ 
of his career after Babe Ruth's Red Sox claimed the 
pennant with 101 wins. The following season marked the 
beginning of the career of first baseman Harry Heilmann, a i « 
future Hall-of-Famer who would spend 15 years in Detroit, » . \ 
while 1917 saw the end of 15 seasons in the Tiger outfield ‘ 
for fellow Cooperstown inductee Sam Crawford, 

By 1920, the Tigers had plunged to seventh place, % 
Jennings was released and the managerial position fell into 
the hands of Cobb. The highlight of Cobb's tenure was 1924, Ty 
the same season that Hall-of-Famer Charlie Gehringer first | Cobb 
wore the Tiger uniform, when the club remained in the race 
until the season's final week with a record of 86-68. 


After a sixth-place finish in 1926, Cobb drew his release 
from Detroit and concluded his career with two additional 
seasons in Philadelphia and an all-time major league record 
.367 career batting average. 

From 1927 through 1932, the club placed 
no higher than fourth in the league standings. 
Highlights of the era 
©, included the arrival of 
’ Hank Greenberg, who 

played 12 of his 13 seasons 
in Detroit and found his way to 
the Hall of Fame in 1956. 

After five seasons with Bucky 
Harris at the helm, Navin attempted to hire Babe Ruth 
as manager in 1934. Unable to land him, Navin turned 
to Mickey Cochrane, purchased from Philadelphia for 
$100,000. With Cochrane as catcher/manager, the 
Tigers soared to a 101-53 record in 1934 for the first of 
two consecutive league pennanis. Schoolboy Rowe 
set a record with 16 consecutive pitching wins, but in 
the World Series the Tigers once again failed to capture 
the post-season magic, dropping a seven-game decision to 
Frankie Frisch's St. Louis Cardinals in a series that featured 
Commissioner Landis removing St. Louis outfielder Ducky 
Medwick from Game 7 for his own safety as Detroit 
fans pelted the field with debris. 


BREAKING THROUGH IN “PRINCE’-LY FASHION 

The following season, the long-awaited title dreams came true for Tiger 
fans and players. After winning the American League by three games, Detroit 
took six games to mow down the Chicago Cubs in the 1935 World Series, with 
Cochrane making a daring dash from second in the ninth inning of Game Six 
to score the winning run on a single by Goose Goslin. For their 
accomplishments, each player was awarded a share of $6,544. 

On November 13, 1935, Frank Navin was stricken by a heart ailment and 
died at the age of 64. Walter Briggs Sr., already half-owner of the club, 
purchased the remainder of the team and became president. 

In 1940 under manager Del Baker, Detroit earned its sixth pennant with a 
90-64 mark and faced Cincinnati in the Fall Classic. A 21-game winner in the 
regular season, righthander Bobo Newsom pitched the Tigers to wins in two 
games of the Series but fell in Game Seven as the Reds won the title. 

A strange end to the 1945 season marked the Tigers’ successful surge to 
their eventual second World Series title. With little hope of making it to the 
post-season, the Washington Senators scheduled their season to close a week 
early to make their park available for pro football. The Senators, however, 
played inspired baseball all the way but were forced to sit and watch during the 
season's final week as the Tigers nosed them out of a pennant. In the ensuing 
World Series, the Tigers, managed by Steve O'Neill, Knocked off the Cubs in 
seven games, with Hall-of-Famer “Prince Hal” Newhouser winning two times. 

After a pair of second-place finishes in 1946 and '47 and the acquisition of 
Hall-of-Famer George Kell, the Tigers watched as a fresh influx of talent from 
the minors matured and nearly captured the 1950 pennant, falling just three 
games short after leading the pack for 119 days and finishing with a 95-59 
record, 


A NEW ERA iN TIGERTOWN 

The 1950s were highlighted by the emergence of young outfielder Al 
Kaline who, with a .340 batting average in 1955, became the youngest player 
in league history to win a batting title. 

The Tiger front office was also seeing sweeping change after the death of 
Briggs Sr. in 1952. After a four-year presidency by his son, Walter Briggs Jr., 
the Briggs stock was sold to a syndicate of 11 radio/television executives led 
by John Fetzer, Fred Knoor and Kenyon Brown. In 1960, Fetzer purchased the 
entire team and became entrenched as club president. 


Hal 
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After finishing just one game out of first place in 1967, 
the Tigers were poised and loaded with talent entering 
the 1968 campaign. Under manager Mayo Smith, 
the club took the lead on May 10 and 
never relinquished it, finishing 12 ,. 64 
games ahead of second-place _* 
Baltimore. Denny McLain was the hero ofthe  * / 
campaign with a 31-6 record, becoming the first 
pitcher since Lefty Grove in 1934 (and remaining 
the last currently) to win 30 or more in a season. 
His efforts earned McLain unanimous acclaim as 
MVP and Cy Young winner in the league. 

In a tight World Series, Mickey Lolich pitched 
the club to three wins, the final win coming on just 
two days rest as the Tigers captured the crown. 

With divisional play starting in 1969, the Tigers 
next visited the post-season by winning the 
American League East in 1972 under Billy Martin 
with a 92-70 mark. The club was unable to capture 
the pennant, however, as the Oakland A's won the 
best-of-five series in five games. 

The late 1970s featured the first of an American League 
record 1,918 appearances together by Tiger middle infielders Alan 
Trammell and Lou Whitaker. 

The 1979 season saw another significant change in leadership when on 
June 14, Sparky Anderson took over the club's managerial reigns. For the next 
16 seasons, Anderson would lead the Tigers from the dugout, claiming two 
division titles and a World Championship along the way. 


TEAM OF THE 80s 

After a second-place finish in 1983, success was expected for a talented 
Tiger club the following season. With Jack Morris tossing his first no-hitter on 
April 7 of 1984, the club vaulted into the division lead by winning its first nine 
games and going 35-5 through May 24, the best 40-game start in major league 
history. The Tigers went on to a 104-58 mark, 15 games in front of the pack, 
and continued by sweeping the Royals in the Championship Series, After 
defeating the Padres, four-games-to-one, in the World Series, the Tigers 
became the first major league team since the 1955 Dodgers to hold first place 
wire-to-wire and finish by winning the championship. In addition, a club-record 
2,704,794 fans passed through the turnstiles. 

The Tigers returned to glory in 1987 in dramatic fashion. The club 
struggled to an 11-19 start but closed strong and looked ready to make a move 
after first-place Toronto lost four straight entering the final weekend of play. 
Trailing the Blue Jays by just one game with a three-game set in Motown 
against Toronto to close the regular season, the Tigers took the first two. With 
a one-game lead, Detroit's Frank Tanana out-dueled the Jays’ Jimmy Key on 
Sunday as Larry Herndon’s solo homer proved the only scoring in a 1-0 
triumph. After the dramatic ending to the regular season, Detroit bowed out of 
the playoffs to Minnesota, losing a best-of-seven series in five contests. 


REBUILDING A PROUD FRANCHISE 

The 1992 season included the most recent change in ownership for the 
team as Mike llitch purchased sole interest in the team from Tom Monoghan, 
and other structural changes were not far dawn the road. 

In 1995, Tiger President and CEO John McHale was hired, and the 
following off-season, Vice President/General Manager Randy Smith was 
brought on board. The organization began a process of rebuilding the 
franchise through scouting and player development, and the past four 
campaigns have seen the emergence of talented homegrown players such as 
Tony Clark, Brian Moehler and Juan Encarnacion. 

After the 1999 season, Detroit named veteran skipper Phil Garner as the 
club's manager in October, and a month later, Smith pulled off a nine-player 
trade with Texas which brought two-time American League MVP Juan 
Gonzalez to Motown. 


Al 
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The oldest city in the Midwest, Detroit was founded on July 24, 
4701, when Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac landed on what is now the 
Civic Center downtown and started a fur trading center. In 1790, 
Detroit was turned over to the British as a spoil of the French and 
Indian War, and it was not until 1796 that George Washington forced 
the British out of the city and the American flag was raised over Fort 
Pontchartrain. 

Incorporated as a city in 1815, Detroit's early industry through 
the middle of the 19th century was the production of stove and 
kitchen ranges. 

A city of less than 300,000 at the turn of the century, the 
emergence of the auto industry turned Detroit into a great 
commercial center in a matter of just a few years. In 1896, 
entrepreneur Henry Ford built his first car in the city, arguably the 
most important event in the history of Detroit's development. Ford 
Motor Company was established in 1903, but two years later there 
were 150 American cities that were home to automobile 
manufacturing plants. In 1913, it was Ford again who sent Detroit to 
the front of the manufacturing pack, introducing the assembly line 
and revolutionizing the automobile industry. Before long, the city 
became entrenched as the auto capital of the world with Ford, 
General Motors, Chrysler and Volkswagen of America all 
headquartered in the area. 

With the growth of manufacturing, the little city on the river experienced 
dramatic development during the first two decades of the century. With Ford, 
the Dodge brothers and many others leading the charge in business 
development, the city's population base exploded as Detroit became the 
nation's fifth-largest city. >F 

By 1950, the city began to _—_ - : 
construct one of the country's most 't 8 @ / great time in 
elaborate systems of freeways, and : 
the population shifted to a metropolitan eC t ee) vs 
one. In fact, Northland Mall (constructed in 1954) in Southfield was the first 
shopping mall in the country, representing a swing to the new suburban 
lifestyle. 

At the same time that the suburbs were growing, there were still great 
developments within the city limits. In 1959, Berry Gordy turned his little New 
Center-area home into a recording studio, developing what remains today one 
of the most popular musical styles in the “Motown sound.” Stevie Wonder, 
Diana Ross, Smokey Robinson and others too many to count called Detroit 
home, helping Gordy establish the city as a musical giant. 

Other downtown projects included the opening of Cobo Hall, Detroit's main 
convention center, in 1960. In 1971, Henry Ford II announced plans for the 
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construction of the largest privately-financed project in the world. Designed to 
bring people and growth back to the center city, his plan became a reality in 
1977 as the Renaissance Center opened, 

In 1980, the nation's eyes once again were focused on Detroit as it played 
host to the 32nd Republican National Convention at the new Joe Louis Arena. 
One of America's greatest sports cities, the metro area boasts teams in 

each of the four major sports in the Tigers, Red Wings (hockey), Lions 
(football) and Pistons (basketball). In addition to Tiger Stadium and Cobo 
Arena, downtown is also home to Joe Louis Arena, home of the Red Wings 
and named after the boxing hero who grew up in the city. 

Though the city has struggled with many urban problems, civic and 
government leaders have made urban renewal a top priority for Detroit. The 
area around Woodward Avenue, the first paved concrete highway in the U.S., 
has been home to many of the city’s most exciting projects in recent years: 

In 1987, current Tiger and Red Wings owner Mike llitch purchased the Fox 
Theatre and began renovations on what had once been a grand venue hosting 
top events. With more than $50 million poured into its development, the Fox 
has been among the top grossing theatres in the country, and its renovation 
has spurred retail development throughout the corridor. 

Woodward is also home to the renovated Orchestra Hall and a wide variety 
of cultural institutions, including one of the country's top museums in the 
Detroit Institute of the Arts. The area is slated to become home to the Detroit 
Lions' Ford Field as well as the Tigers’ Comerica Park, along with several 
additional projects being undertaken by the llitch family, Last fall, Compuware 
announced plans to anchor the new Campus Martius project downtown with a 
dynamic complex which will eventually bring the software maker's 
headquarters from the suburbs back to Detroit.

INSIDE MOTOWN 


THE HISTORY pee | 

As the last lights faded into darkness above Tiger Stadium on — 
September 27, 1999, a long, storied era in baseball history came to 
an end at the corner of Michigan and Trumbull. For over a century, i) 
the cross streets at The Corner marked one of the most famous and Ry 
best-loved addresses in baseball as generations of fans cheered for 
their favorite Tigers and relived the memories of their youth at the — ~ | 
old ballpark. 

But while the gates will swing open at the Tigers’ new home, 

Comerica Park, on April 11, 2000, the baseball memories and fan 
devotion that made Tiger Stadium a haven for fans young and old 
will never be diminished. Fans can walk down memory lane each 
time they visit Comerica Park's “Walk of Fame” museum, stretching 
around the ballpark’s lower concourse with a larger-than-life 
collection of memorabilia, photos, and great Tigers baseball 
moments. 

Tiger Stadium was synonymous with “The Corner” for years, yet 
its humble beginnings weren't so easily defined by major streets and 
landmarks. The geography of The Corner dates back to 1895, when 
Tigers owner George Vanderbeck arranged for a new ballpark to be 
built on the Western Market haymarket and dogpound site at the northwest 
corner of Michigan and Trumbull avenues. The land was covered with elm and 
oak trees, many of which predated the American Revolution. Nonetheless, 
Vanderbeck ordered the trees to be removed, sparing eight — three near the 
left-field foul line and five in the deepest part of left-center field. The trees 
remained as part of the park until 1900. 

The park featured an “L” shaped wooden grandstand with a peaked 
wooden roof. The position of the diamond was less than desirable for left 
handed batters, who had to directly face the afternoon sun as the plate 
occupied what is today the right field corner. Overflow fans from the bleacher- 
style seats around the infield were permitted to stand behind roped-off areas in 
the outfield, which caused understandable difficulties for outfielders attempting 
to spear fly balls. Bennett Park's total area sat on roughly half the acreage of 
Tiger Stadium. The left field fence bordered the alley along National (now 
Cochrane) Drive, and a large lumber mill occupied the property that is today 
Kaline Drive. 

Much to the dismay of the Tigers’ management, many fans watched the 
early Bennett Park games from “wildcat” bleachers, towering, teetering 
structures that were erected on the surrounding private property and operated 
by profit-minded locals. The concept started in the 1880s, and the rogue 
seating structures were actually defended in court by the city. The seats cost 
five or ten cents, depending on the relative “quality” of location and were offen 
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In 1928, Navin Field veiled! seyeins in the middle of a vibrant Corktown 
neighborhood on the outskirts of downtown Detroit. 


over 50 feet above ground. 

Because of the city's strict “blue laws,” baseball in Detroit and many other 
cities was forbidden on Sundays as ministers expected their congregations to 
spend Sundays in quiet reflection instead of at rambunctious baseball 
contests. James D. Burns, the owner that purchased the team from 
Vanderbeck in 1900, sidestepped the issue by hosting Sunday games on his 
own property in Springwells Township, just outside Detroit's city limits on Dix 
between Livernois and Waterman. Rowdy crowds packed the stands at Burns 
Park's makeshift field, with the first official Sunday game at Bennett Field not 
to come until 1907. 

Legendary names like Ty Cobb, outfielder “Wahoo Sam" Crawford, 
Herman “Germany” Schaefer and manager Hughie Jennings piloted the Tigers 
of the early 20th century to several postseason appearances. Yet while the 
fervor for Tigers baseball continued to grow, the large, often rowdy crowds 
found themselves packed into a small stadium that could no longer sustain the 
wear and tear. 

After three heartbreaking World Series losses, two in a row to Chicago in 
1907-08 and to the Pirates in 1909, owner Frank Navin knew it was time for a 
change. He had seen the fans packed into Pittsburgh's new Forbes Field, and 
resolved to bring the same first-class stadium to Detroit. Over the winter of 
1911, Osborn Engineering Company of Cleveland designed a concrete-and- 
steel structure that seated 23,000, nearly five times the capacity of Bennett 
Park. The $300,000 project would have cost about $50 million by today's 
standards, featuring a giant scoreboard in left field, a relocated home plate that 
kept batters eyes out of the afternoon sun, and a 125-foot flagpole in center 
field that would be the tallest obstacle ever built in fair territory in a major 
league park. 

On April 12, 1912, 26,000 fans crammed into the park for Navin Field's 
opening day, postponed two days from its planned inaugural date because of 
rain. On the same day in Boston, brand-new Fenway Park hosted its first 
contest, as well. Much attention, however, was diverted in newspapers the 
next morning by news of the sinking of the Titanic. 

The opening of Navin Field in 1912 was widely recognized as the 
beginning of Tiger Stadium. The changes in 1912, however, were shortlived. 

Over the next 26 years, three more major expansions and renovations 
changed the look and name of the facility. While the additions were necessary, 
the original 1912 plans did not anticipate such change, and the facility was 
challenged to accommodate the dramatic updates to the structure. 

In 1924, the original stands from first-to-third base were double-decked 
(increasing capacity to 30,000) and a press box was built on the roof. After 
Navin passed away in 1935, new owner Walter Briggs carried out Navin's wish 
for further improvements, and an enlarged facility with room for 36,000 was 
unveiled to the public on Opening Day in 1936. 

In 1938, Cherry Street, the northern boundary of the park, was closed, 
enabling the completion of larger, double-decked stands in left and centerfield 
that essentially enclosed the park. Renamed Briggs Stadium, seating was 


enlarged by nearly half to 53,000, giving the facility the basic structure that 
remained for the next 60 years. 

Also in 1938, the Detroit Lions began a relationship with the stadium, 
playing their home games at the facility. From 1934 (the beginning of the 
Lions) through 1937, the football team's home was at the University of Detroit 
Stadium, a facility that they returned to for one season in 1940. Other than 
that, each Lions home contest from 1938 through 1974 was played at the 
corner of Michigan and Trumbull. 

In 1948, a field lighting system was installed, making the stadium the last 
in the American League to install lights. Then in 1961, when John Fetzer 
assumed club ownership, the name of the facility was officially changed to 
Tiger Stadium. 

In its last 32 seasons, Tiger Stadium was home to a pair of additional 
World Series champions in 1968 and 1984. The 1968 club was the first in 
Tigers history to achieve the two million mark in attendance, and the 1984 club 
used a 35-5 start out of the gate to attract a club-record 2,704,794 fans. In its 
history, more than 102 million fans passed through Tiger Stadium's turnstiles. 


A FINAL FAREWELL 

The city, the fans and former Tigers from the last 70 years gathered to 
give the stadium a grand sendoff on September 27. One mile away at 
Comerica Park, there was little to disturb the peace as work ceased and many 
of the workers were in attendance at The Corner's Final Game. The day 
belonged to Tiger Stadium and its rich tradition, 

Todd Jones’ final strike-three pitch settled into catcher Brad Ausmus’ glove 
at 7:07 p.m. as flashbulbs popped, and a roar shook the ballpark as the Tigers 
wrapped up an 8-2 win in the stadium's finale. A poignant banner hung from 
the upper deck expressed the sentiments of most of the sell-out crowd, 
reading, “Today, there is crying in baseball. Goodbye old friend.” 

Post-game ceremonies aimed to capture many of the memories created at 
Tiger Stadium, with nearly 70 former and current Tigers taking the field one 
final time. Fans cheered as each of their favorites ran out onto the field, with 
such notables as Al Kaline, Kirk Gibson, Willie Horton, Gates Brown, Mark 
Fidrych, Alan Trammell and Lou Whitaker on hand for a final appearance on 
Tiger Stadium's hallowed field. A flag bearing the commemorative logo for the 
stadium's final year was lowered and passed down a line of dignitaries 
including Michigan Governor John Engler and MLB Commissioner Bud Selig, 
all 70 players, and relatives of 1800s Detroit baseball legend Charlie Bennett 
and team owners Frank Navin and Walter Briggs. 

The ceremony also included the relocation of Tiger Stadium's home plate 
to Comerica Park with the assistance of a police motorcade and Tigers players 
Matt Anderson, Jeff Weaver and Francisco Cordero along with Comerica Bank 
Chairman Gene Miller and local Detroit little leaguers. Elden Auker, Tigers 
pitcher from 1933-38, tossed a final ceremonial pitch to Ausmus to end the 
memorable evening. As each light standard went dark, longtime Tigers 
broadcaster Ernie Harwell delivered a moving final farewell, forever etching the 
memory of this special night into the hearts and minds of Tigers fans.

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“| have often spoken of the first time that | entered Tiger Stadium as an 18- 
year-old in 1953. From the outside.,.the ballpark looked like an impressive 
battleship, a fortress at Michigan and Trumbull. Then inside, coming through 
the aisle and seeing the field, that green, green grass and the thousands of 
seats around. And even more, the peacefulness that seemed almost magical. 

“Yet today, 46 years later, | stand before you as a grown man, a veteran of 
thousands of games in this ballpark, and again | find myself humbled and 
somewhat overwhelmed by the events unfolding in front of us. 

“Though we are saddened and nostalgic on this occasion, the time is right 
to move on. With a wonderful new ballpark rising up just a mile away, we look 
forward to a promising future that will be filled by the memories of our old 
home. 

‘Is it a specific game that you will remember most about Tiger 
Stadium?,..Or will it be a memory of your family and friends...sharing a story 
and popcorn with your best buddy, or listening closely as your dad tells you 
of the first time he came to the park years ago. For me, for most, | trust that 
the answer involves a little bit of both.”

Lights Installed at Tiger Stadium 
in 1948 


Tiger Stadium, then known as Briggs Stadium, hosted its first-ever night game on June 
15, 1948, as 54,480 fans watched Hal Newhouser and the Tigers defeat the Philadelphia 
Athletics, 4-1. The eight light towers were turned on at 9:29 p.m., and Were comprised of 
1,458 incandescent bulbs. The stadium thus became the last in the American League to 


install a lighting system. The last park in the entire major leagues to Install lights was 
Wrigley Field, home of the Chicago Cubs, which waited until 1988 before it began hosting 
night games. 

In comparison to the artificial light that shone that night at Briggs Stadium, 
Comerica Park's 16 light standards produce over 1.3 million watts of light, with the 
five-story outfield structures holding just 75 bulbs each at over 20 inches in 
diameter.

During John McHale's four-Year tenure, more than 60,000 walkers have raised almost $6 
million for the March of Dimes Campaign for Healthier babies. 


Charitable Donations and Ticket Programs 

Each year, more than 1,000 charitable groups from Detroit and surrounding areas receive 
memorabilia for fund-raising auctions, In addition, more than 50,000 tickets are distributed 
to provide these organizations with an opportunity to attend Tigers games. 


RBI (Reviving Baseball in the Inner Cities) 

In coordination with Major League Baseball and Orchards Children’s Services, the Tigers 
provide inner city youth with and opportunity to lear and enjoy the game of baseball in a 
safe environment. The Tigers host a RBI Regional Tournament at Belle Isle with teams 
from several Midwest states competing. 


Ambassadors for Education 

This is the Umbrella for the Tigers’ involvement in educational and academic support 
services. Programs include Education is Easley; 1st B.A.S.E. (Bridging Academics & 
Sports through Education); the Tony Clark Negro League Scholarship and the Detroit 
Free Press Scholar-Athlete program, which both recognize high school seniors who 
demonstrate all-round excellence. The Perfect Attendance program awards tickets to 
Detroit Public middle schoo! students who maintain perfect attendance during a designat- 
ed period of the school year; the Jackie Robinson Essay, Art and Poetry contest encour- 
ages students to learn and appreciate the history and impact of minorities in baseball. In 
the Sports Management Career Workshops, the Tigers front office staff educates high 
school students about employment opportunities in sports. 


1st B.A.S.E. (Bridging Academics and Sports through Education) 

As part of the Ambassadors for Education program, the Tigers collaborate with the Detroit 
Public Schools and A.L.E.R.T. (Athletes Learn Education Resources Training) to run this 
year-round mentoring, study skills and baseball training program which targets high 
school baseball and softball players. As part of the program, the Tigers sponsor “rap ses- 
sions" in which students are exposed to successful communily leaders who speak on the 
importance of education, establishing goals and community service. 


Tiger Wives 

The Tiger Wives Association was formed to better serve the needs of the communily, 
The past two years, the wives have-hosted “Picnic in the Park,” a fund-raiser at Tiger 
Stadium benefiling the Boys and Girls Clubs of Southeastern Michigan, The association 
also collects food for C.0.T.S. (Coalition on Temporary Shelter), conducts craft sessions 
at Children's Hospital, plays in benefit softball games and produced a calendar to benefit 
an animal shelter. 


Detroit Tigers Traveling Camps 

Tigers Care hosts baseball skill development day camps for youth ages 9-16 at City of 
Detroit recreation centers. The camps enhance participants’ understanding of the game 
and teach them fundamental baseball skills. A Tigers player visits with the campers and 
gives them motivational talks.

Boston Red Sox (also 1942), and the Philadelphia Athletics’ Lefty Grove (1931). Rowe tied 
the feat on August 25, 1934, against Washington in a 4-2 Tiger victory, and although Rowe's 
streak was subsequently stopped by the A’s in game two of an August 29 doubleheader, he 
finished the season with 24 victones.

Former Tiger Lynwood Thomas “Schoolboy” Rowe also had an opportunity to manage 
the Tigers in 1952 when Walter “Spike” Briggs, Jr., then President of the Tigers, decided to 
change skippers in mid-season. He first offered the job to former White Sox Hall-of-Famer 
Ted Lyons who turned it down. Briggs then tried to contact Rowe, but Rowe had gone fish- 
Ing and could not be reached. Fred Hutchinson, Briggs’ third choice, ended up with the posi- 

' tion, taking over for Red Rolfe.

One of baseball's best setup men and the anchor of the Tigers’ bullpen, Brocail led the

McLain Wins 31 Games in 1968 

Tiger righthander Denny McLain led Detroit to the 1968 World Championship with a 
season that recalled the era of Grove and Dean and has not been duplicated since. That 
year, McLain won an amazing 31 games and was named both American League MVP and 
_Cy Young Award-winner. 

En route to becoming baseball's first 30-game winner since Dizzy Dean in 1934-and the 
first in the AL since Lefty Grove in’31, the brash McLain won nine games by June 9, includ- 
‘ng a 10-inning complete-game victory on May 20 al Minnesota. But it was the 
following month which put him on pace to make history. McLain reeled off a nine-game 
winning streak, and by July 16 he had a stunning record of 18-2 and was well on his way to. 
the magic number of 30, 

McLain eamed his 30th victory on September 14 with a 5-4 complete-game win over 
Oakland, and three days later the Tigers clinched the American League pennant, He ended 
the year with a record of 31-6 and a 1.96 ERA, completed 28-of-41 starts and struck out 
280 hitters in 336 innings.

The Offensive Fireworks of May 28, 1995 


At Tiger Stadium on May 28, 1995, an offensive explosion unlike any other in major 
league history erupted as the Chicago White Sox topped the Tigers, 14-12. The two clubs 
combined for a big-league record 12 home runs in that contest, one more than the previous 
fecord accomplished four times. Other interesting facts included: 


* Ten of the 12 home runs were solo shots, another major league record. 

» Four players had multi-home run games including three Tigers, tying two big league marks. 
* With nine doubles included, a record 21 extra-base hits were also collected in the game, 
+ The game fell on Kirk Gibson's 38th birthday, and he celebrated with a pair of homers.

How They Became Known as “Tigers” 


Research reveals the nickname “Tigers” was first applied to the Detroit club in 1895. 
Baseball historians had long credited Philip J. Reid, city editor of the Deiroit Evening News, 
with first using the name in printin 1896, However, George Stallings, manager of the 
Detroit team which was then a member of the Western League, took credit for the nick- 
name because he had his players v wear black-and-brown striped stockings which, he said, 
reminded the fans of “tiger stripes. 

\tappears, though, that it ee ‘actually an unidentified headline writer at the Detroit Free 
Press who originated the Tiger nickname in 1895, a year before Stallings became manager 
and before the team was wearing striped stockings. Previously, the team had simply been 
called “Detroit,” “the Detroits,” sometimes the “Wolverines” and at times the “Creams.” 

On April 16, 1895, the Free Press printed a headline over a baseball story which read, 
*Strouthers’ Tigers Showed Up Very Nicely.” On the same page, a string of baseball notes 
was headed “Notes of the Detroit Tigers of 1895." Curiously, not once in either story was 
the word “Tigers” used. 

From then on, the Free Press fairly regularly called the club the “Tigers” and in May, 
1895, The Sporting Life began using “Tigers” in its dispatches from Detroit. However, up to 
July 1, 1895, careful research disclosed that neither the Detroit Evening News nor its 
Sunday paper, the News-Tribune, had ever used “Tigers.”

Five Tiger Squatis Have Won 
100 Games 


Five Tiger teams have won 100 or more games in a season, most recently the 1984 
club led by Trammell, Gibson, Whitaker, Morris, Hemandez and the rest. Believe it or not, 
however, two of the Tigers 100-game winners did not even capture the American League 
pennant. 

Hughie Jennings’ 1915 Tigers (100-54) finished two-and-a-half games behind Babe 
Ruth and the Red Sox. Bob Scheffing’s 1961 club (101-61) ended the season eight games 
back of the Yankees, piloted by Ralph Houk and featuring Roger Maris and Mickey Mantle, 

Two of the five clubs, though, did win the World Series. Under Sparky Anderson, the 
aforementioned '84 Tigers (104-58) seta club record for regular-season wins and went on 
to defeat the San Diego Padres in the Fall Classic. Mayo Smith's 1968 Tigers (103-59) 
went all the way with a seven-game victory over the St. Louis Cardinals for the World 
Championship. 

Finally, the 1934 Tigers (101-53) fell in the middle of those two groups. Managed by 
Hall-of-Famer Mickey Cochrane, who was also the club's starting catcher and was named 
AL MVP that season, the Tigers won the pennant but lost the World Series to the Cardinals.

In the National league 


The first major league Detroit franchise, at the time known as the Wolverines, was a 
member of the National League from 1881 through 1888. 

The 1887 Wolverines, led by Hall-of-Famer Dan Brouthers, won the franchise's only National 
League pennant by three and one-half games over the Philadelphia Phillies, They subsequently 
engaged the St. Louis Browns, champions of American Association, in the longest World Series 
ever. Detroit won 10 of the 15 series games, which were played in 10 different cities over a 16- 
day period, 

Detroit dropped out of the major leagues after the 1888 season, retuming as a charter 
member of the American League in 1901.

“The Bird” Was the Word 


in 1976, Mark “The Bird” Fidrych enjoyed one of the most exhilarating and rewarding 
seasons ever by a rookie. Though the Tigers eventually struggled to a fifth-place finish in the 
East Division, Fidrych was named the starting pilcher for the All-Star Game and captured AL 
Rookie-of the Year honors after winning 19 games and pacing the league wilh a 2.34 ERA. 

But the Fidrych story was about more than just numbers and trophies, and 22 years later, 
fans' memories of Fidrych’s 1976 season remain alive and Well. 

That season, fans tumed out in droves on days that “The Bird” was scheduled to.pitch, 
sometimes as many as 40,000 strong despite the fact that the Tigers typically drew just 15- 
20,000 fans per game. When Fidrych walked oul to take his warmups, entertainment fol- 
lowed closely behind. Whether it was the way he talked to the baseball before he threw it, 
how he groomed the mound with his hands between Innings or just the way he shut down 
the opposition, every Tiger fan found something to love about “The Bird." 

However, as meteoric as his rise’'to fame was in 1976, his fall the next season turned out 
to be just as swift. On March 21, 1977, while shagging fly balls in the outfield during Spring 
Training, Fidrych tore cartilage in his left knee, and the start of his season was delayed until 
May 27, That night he went the distance in a 2-1 loss to the Mariners before 44,207 fans at 
Tiger Stadium, and everyone celebrated the relum of “The Bird.” But less than three weeks 
later on June 16, during his 11th start of the season against the Blue Jays, Fidrych lasted 
only 15 pitches before leaving the game due to pain in his right shoulder, On August 28, the 
Tigers announced that Fidrych was done for the season after being out since July 12. 

Each year between 1978 and 1980, Fidrych attempted to come back, but he was able to 
pitch in a total of just 16 games during those three seasons. After his release by the Tigers in 
1980, he never pitched in the major leagues again. 

In 1999, “The Bird” retumed to The Comer when he was honored on July 11 during 
Beanle Baby Day featuring "Kuku the Cockatoo.” Fidrych also led off the parade of former 
and current Tiger greats who were assembled for the final game at Tiger Stadium on 
September 27, rushing oul to groom the famous pitching mound one more time.

Rudy York's Awesome August 

_The Tigers’ Rudy York had one of the best months in baseball history back in August of 
1937, In 1998, Sammy Sosa's terrific tear in June brought back memories of York’s historic 
month, Sosa set a major league record by clubbing 20 homers in June of 98, breaking = 
York's mark of 18 from August of '37, Sosa actually broke the record at Tiger Stadium on 
June 25 with a homer off of Brian Moehler. : 

‘Hitting home runs Was not the only thing that York did in prolific fashion that month, 
however. He also compiled a .363 batting average (41x113) in 30 games during the month, 
and his 18 homers and 50 RBI for the month equaled roughly half of his total for the entire 
season (35 homers and 103 RBI). . 

“York actually hit 12 longballs in his last 14 games in August and drove In 29 runs during 
that stretch. He also scored 27 runs, produced five doubles and two triples and totaled 104 
total bases. York’s slugging percentage in April of 1937 was an astounding .920.

American League and 97 in the National. 


The most recent Tiger to hit for the cycle was Travis Fryman on July 28, 1993. 

Bob Meusel of the Yankees set the major league record by becoming the first player to 
accomplish the feat three times in a career. Meusel's record-setting third cycle came at 
Detroit's Navin Field on July 26, 1928. The Cubs’ Babe Herman later tied the record in 1933.

Perhaps the greatest player in baseball history, there is little doubt that Ty Cobb, called a 

“Genius in Spikes," was the greatest competitor the game has ever seen. 

+ Received seven more votes than Babe Ruth when elected as one of the five original 
members of the Hall of Fame...garnered 98.2 percent of the vote, the highest 
percentage ever until Tom Seaver was elected with 98.8 percent in 1992. 

* Owns the highest lifetime batting average (.367) in major league history. 

* Major league record 4,191 career hits stood for almost 60 years and single-season 
major league record of 96 stolen bases in 1915 stood for nearly 50 years. 

+ Still holds the major league record for career runs scored (2,246), 

«Also ranks second all-time in triples (295), fourth in doubles (724) and fourth in stolen 
bases (892)...his triples total is second only to Tiger teammate Sam Crawford. 

* Batted 400 or better three times (.420, 1911; .409, 1912; 401, 1922), tied for most in 
major league history...one of just two players (Hornsby) who played their entire career 
after 1900 to accomplish the feat. 

+ Chalmers Award-winner (AL MVP) in 1911 after batting a career-high 420. 

+ From 1907-20, won the league batting title in 12 out of 13 seasons. 

Drove in more than 100 runs seven times, mostly during the dead-ball era, and from 

1907-11, led the league in RBI in four of the five years, 

Captured the 1909 Triple Crown, pacing both major leagues in batting average 

(.377), home runs (9) and RBI (107), en route to leading the Tigers to the last of his 

three World Series appearances. 

Led the Tigers to consecutive AL pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909.

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One of the finest backstops the game has ever produced, Mickey Cochrane took over a 
fifth-place Tiger club as player-manager in 1934 and immediately led Detroit to back-to- 
back American League pennants and its first World Championship in 1935. 

+ Named the 1934 league MVP after leading the Tigers to their first AL pennant in 25 
years, 

* The following season, took the Tigers to their first-ever World Series title, scoring the 
winning run in the bottom of the ninth in Game 6 to defeat the Chicago Cubs at Tiger 
Stadium, 

* Of that title-clinching game, Cochrane later said, “It was my greatest day in baseball.” 

+ In May of 1937, after homering off the Yankees’ Bump Hadley, Cochrane was beaned

* Led the league in three-baggers six times, once in the National League with Cincinnati 
and five times in the American League with Detroit...five times he hit more than 20 
triples in a season en route to his career record of 312.

Finished his career just 39 hits short of 3,000.

+ Named the American League MVP in 1937 after hitting a career-high 371 to lead the 
league...finished runner-up to teammate Mickey Cochrane for the MVP award in 1934. 

* In 1929, led the AL in eight categories including hits, runs, doubles, triples, stolen 
bases, games, putouts and fielding percentage. 

* Hit 15 or more home runs in a season six times and had 100 or more RBI seven times. 

* Drilled 60 doubles in 1936, a Tiger record for a lefthanded hitter. 

+ Batted 375 and handled 39 chances without an error in the 1935 World Series to help 
Detroit to the title. 

* Also a part of AL pennant-winning Tiger ballclubs in 1934 and 1940, 

* Had his uniform No. 2 retired by the Tigers on June 12, 1983, the same day that Hank 
Greenberg's No. 5 was retired. 

* Served as the Tigers’ General Manager from 1951-53. 


Harwell Adds Radio Hall of Fame 
Induction to Baseball Hall's Honor 


Legendary announcer Ernie Harwell, who has called play-by-play for Tigers baseball 
since 1960 and returned to the radio booth last season for the first time since 1991, was 
honored during the 1998 off-season by Induction into the Radio Hall of Fame in a ceremony 
in Chicago. Hanwell’ class of inductees also included singer Bing Crosby, talk show hosts 
Tom and Ray, Magliozzi of National Public Radio, disc jockey Dick Biondi, urban radio 


pioneer Tom Joyner and radio sales executive Ralph Guild. 

In 1981, Hanwell was the fourth recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, presented by the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame for excellence in broadcasting. 

Harwell, who began his radio career in 1940-as a nightly sports commentator on. 
Atlanta's WSB Radio, is also 'a member of the National Sportscasters Hall of Fame and the 
Michigan Sports Hall of Fame. He has been been broadcasting baseball since August of 
4948, when he’started calling play-by-play for the Brooklyn Dodgers,

Runner-up for the AL MVP award both in 1955 and 1963, finishing second to Yankee

* Won the league's batting crown in 1955 by batting .340 in just his second full season 
in the majors...accomplished the feat at age 20, making him the youngest batting 
champion in American League history.

Was acquired by the Tigers on May 18, 1946, from the Philadelphia Athletics in 
exchange for outfielder Barney McCoskey, 

In seven seasons with the Tigers from 1946-52, he batted below .300 just once, 1952 
when he was traded to the Red Sox just 39 games into the season. 

Known for sure hands and a strong, accurate arm, he led AL third basemen in fielding 
percentage seven times. 

Wore uniform No. 21 from 1946-50 and No. 7 in 1951 and ‘52 with the Tigers. 

Was included in an eight-player trade on June 3, 1952, in which he, Dizzy Trout, Hoot 
Evers and Johnny Lipon were sent from the Tigers to Boston in exchange for Johnny 
Pesky, Walt Dropo, Bill Wight, Fred Hatfield and Don Lenhardt. 

Also played for the White Sox and Orioles before retiring in 1957. 

Elected to the Hall of Fame in 1983 by the Veterans Committee. 

Began broadcasting full-time after retiring as a player and, except for 1964, called 
Tiger baseball every year from 1959-96...retired from broadcasting in January, 1997.

* Finished as runner-up to Jimmy Foxx for the batting title in 1933 after hitting 336... 
was selected to his only All-Star Game in 1934. 

+ In 7,654 career at-bats, fanned just 345 times (never more than 30 times in a season). 

* Was traded from Detroit to the St. Louis Browns on Dec. 2, 1927, along with Lu Blue 
in exchange for Chick Galloway, Elam Vangilder and Harry Rice. 

* Elected to the Hall in 1964 by the Veterans Committee.

Sparky's Legacy 


Former Tigers manager Sparky Anderson completed his managerial career after the 
1995 season with a Tigers-record 1,331 victories. On the all-time victory list, Anderson's 
2,194 total wins ranks third behind only Hall of Famers John McGraw and Connie Mack. 
His total record of 2,194-1 834. including nine seasons and two World Championships as 
manager of the Cincinnati Reds, was good enough for a .545 career Winning percentage, 


which ranks 10th all-time. 

Only the fourth manager in baseball history to manage 4,000 games, Anderson is also 
the only manager to hold the career victory record for two different franchises, to record 
100 victories in one season in both leagues, and manage teams from both leaques to a

+ Named league MVP again the following season, becoming just the third AL pitcher to 
lead the entire major leagues in wins (25), strikeouts (212) and ERA (1.81) all in the 
same season....his 29 complete games, eight shutouts and 313.1 Innings pitched also 
led the majors. 

* Spent 15 of his 17 big-league seasons in a Tiger uniform and during that span was a 
seven-time All-Star, led the AL in victories four times, led the league in strikeouts and 
ERA twice each, and hurled back-to-back 300-inning seasons in 1944 and ‘45. 

* From 1944-48, won 20 or more games in four of the five years and rode his explosive 
fastball to a total of 118 wins, 107 complete games and 993 strikeouts...also allowed 
just 40 home runs and twice posted an ERA under 2.00 during that span. 

+ Retired in 1955 after two seasons as a reliever with Cleveland. 

* On July 27, 1997, he became the fourth Tiger to have his uniform number retired by 
the club (No. 16). 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame in 1992 by the Veterans Committee.

Tiger Stadium was home to 11,113 home runs from 1912-99, a total which ied all major 
league ballparks during that time period. Wrigley Field ranks second with 10,058 homers, 
The first home run hit in Tiger Stadium came on May 5, 1912, by Del Pratt of the St. Louis 
Browns, Hank Greenberg hit 39 home runs at Tiger Stadium in 1938, the most by a Tiger 
player at home in a single season. Jimmie Foxx had the highest single-season total for a 
Visitor in 1932 when he hit nine round-trippers at Tiger Stadium for the Philadelphia 
Athletics.

inside-the-Park Home Runs by Tigers 


Since 1912, when Hall-of-Famer Sam Crawford registered the Tigers’ first inside-the- 
park home run at month-old Fenway Park in Boston, Detroit players have accounted for 40 
such roundtrippers. Crawford is the only Tiger ever to have two in the same season, also in 
4912, and the all-time club leader in inside-the-park homers is Lou Whitaker, who had four 
during his long Tiger career. In 1956, Frank Lary became the only Tiger pitcher to post an 
inside-the-park homer.on Opening Day versus the Athletics, Following Is the Tigers’ all-time 
list of inside-the-park home runs, 25 of which have been accomplished in Detroit.

* All requests for credentials must be made in writing on the letterhead of the 
representative organization. 

+ Deadline for requests are as follows: Season - March 6; Daily - one working 
day prior to the game requested. 

+ No spouses, guests or children of members of the media will be issued 
credentials or allowed in the press box. 

+ Credentials are not transferable. 

* Credentialed media are prohibited from requesting autographs on the field or 
in the clubhouse...all requests should be made through the Tigers’ Public 
Relations Department with any violation resulting in immediate revocation of 
the credential. 

+ Daily credentials will be available at the designated press gate located on 
Montcalm Avenue three-and-a-half hours before the scheduled first pitch, 

* No credentials will be mailed.

Media may enter Comerica Park through the press gate behind home plate, 


Parking 
A limited number of parking spaces will be set aside for use by media on a 
daily basis. Please call the Tigers’ Public Relations office for more information. 


Press Box 

Comerica Park broadcast and press booths are located on the lower suite level 

behind home plate: Access to press areas is by ramp, media elevator and 

stairs (to the third-base side of home). 

* No photography is permitted in the press box without prior approval from the 
Tigers’ Public Relations Department. 

* Aworkroom, into which the press elevator opens on the lower suite level, is 
provided for media use directly behind the press box, Please ask Tigers 
Public Relations for assistance regarding any photocopying or faxing that 
you may need.

The Hall-of-Fame voice of Tigers baseball continues play- 

by-play duties on the Tigers Radio Network in 2000. 

+ The 2000 season will mark his 61st year of broadcasting 
and his 40th calling Tigers baseball...it also marks his 
seventh decade as a broadcaster. 

+ Since 1960, the only season Harwell has not covered 
Tigers games on radio or television was 1992, when he 
was a guest broadcaster for the California Angels and 
CBS Radio's "Game of the Week.”

* Served four years in the United States Marine Corps during World War Il...was 
editor of the Corps’ Leatherneck Magazine during his tour of duty. 

* Returned to Atlanta after his military service and broadcast games of the 
Southern Association's Atlanta Crackers baseball club...during his time in Atlanta 
he also worked The Masters golf tournament and Georgia Tech football. 

+ Was named play-by-play broadcaster for the Dodgers in 1948, his first major 
league appointment...was at the microphone for Bobby Thomson's historic playoff 
homer in 1951, marking the first coast-to-coast telecast of a major sporting event. 

+ After two seasons with the Dodgers, he moved on to play-by-play work for the 
Giants and Orioles before coming to Detroit in 1960. 

+ Has worked with CBS Radio, serving as play-by-play man for Saturday afternoon 
“Game of the Week” and playoff broadcasts. 

+ Was the voice of the first American League Championship Series in 1969 on NBC 
Radio...has aired national broadcasts of three World Series and two All-Star 
Games. 

* Football credits include coverage of the New York Giants, Baltimore Colts and 
Brooklyn Dodgers pro clubs and Yale, Pittsburgh, Boston College, Fordham and 
Michigan State on the collegiate level.

Legendary announcer Emie Harwell, who has called play-by-play for Tigers baseball 
since 1960 and retumed lo the radio booth last season for the first time since 1991, was 
honored during the 1998 off-season by induction into the Radio Hall of Fame in a ceremony 
in Chicago. Harwell’s class of inductees also included singer Bing Crosby, talk show hosts 
Tom and Ray Magliozzi of National Public Radio, disc jockey Dick Biondi, urban radio 
pioneer Tom Joyner and radio sales executive Ralph Guild. 

In 1981, Harwell was the fourth recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, presented by the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame for excellence in broadcasting. 

Hanwell, who began his radio career in 1940 as a nightly sports commentator on 
Atlanta's WSB Radio, is also a member of the National Sportscasters Hall of Fame and the 
Michigan Sports Hall of Fame.

Training in the state of Arizona, Detroit spent just one spring in Phoenix before moving the 


team's spring training site to Tampa, FL in 1930. The Tigers alternated sites over the next 
three seasons, training in both California and Texas, but the club returned to Florida in 1934 
and’set up camp in Lakeland. With the exception of 1943-45, when World War Il forced the 
club to train in Evansville, IN in the nation’s heartland, the Tigers have held Spring Training 
in Lakeland every year since.

Gary Green begins his third full season with the Tigers 
organization and his first as manager of the Shori-Season 
Class A Oneonta Tigers.

THE ARMS: Despite trailing the International League in pitching, the Mud Hens staff 
did have a few bright spots.

THE SEASON: The Suns finished with the best overall record (75-66) in the 
Southern League's Eastern Division but failed to win elther half to advance to the playoffs. The 
first half found the Suns two games behind the champion Knoxville Smokies, and the Suns 
finished the second half in a dead heat with the Odando Rays. The Rays won a one-game 
playoff with the Suns and advanced to the playoffs, eventually winning the Southem Leaque 
championship. The Suns had four players named to the league's year-end All-Star team, more 
than any other team in the league. Catcher Javier Cardona and infielder/outfielder Eric Gillespie 
were joined by righthanded pitchers Francisco Cordero and David Darwin as Souther League 
All-Slars, 


THE BATS: Cardona led the Southern League with a career-high 26 home runs and a 
,569 slugging percentage, and he also finished fourth in batting average (,309) and RBI (92). 
Cardona was the only player in the league with al least 20 home runs to also rank in the top 10 
in batting average, Gillespie, meanwhile, finished fifth in the league with a .306 batting average 
and 88 RBI after being a minor league Rule 5 draft pick of the Tigers in December of 1998. 
Alejandro Freire, who had injured his shoulder in winter ball prior to Spring Training, returned 
from surgery to post a .296 average, 20 doubles and 10 home runs in just 66 games for the 
Suns.

THE ARMS: Darin posted a league-high 14 wins for the Suns and led the circuit with 
187.1 innings, His 3.56 ERA was also sixth in the Southern League. Cordero, the Suns’ closer, 
founded out the All-Star selections and led the league with 27 saves, despite his call-up to 
Detroit in August. Cordero was also named to the Baseball America Minor League All-Star team 
as the team's reliever and was selected to participate in the Futures Game during All-Star 
Weekend in Boston.

THE SEASON: The Whitecaps finished with a 68-72 overall record, a 15-game 
drop from 1998 when they won the Midwest League title. Their second-half record (39-31) was 
good enough, however, for second place in the Eastern Division as they finished 2.5 games 
behind the Michigan Battlecats.

THE ARMS: After leading the league in ERA in 1998, the Whitecaps’ pitching staff 
again posted solid numbers, finishing third in the league with a 4.04 ERA. Nale Cornejo led the 
league in innings pitched with 174.2, and his four complete games ranked third in the league. 
Cornejo finished second overall in the Tigers’ minor league system in innings. Adam Bemero 
was a tremendous find for the organization, signing as a minor league free agent after Spring 
Training and posting an 8-4 record with a 2.54 ERA in 15 starts.

Lowry Remembered with 
Tigers’ Man of the Year Award 


The Detroit Tigers family suffered a tragic loss during the 1997 season when 
Jamestown Jammers manager Dwight Lowry collapsed and died suddenly at his home in 
Jamestown, NY, on July 10. 

Shortly after Lowry's death, the Tigers renamed their annual Player Development Man 


of the Year Award in his honor. 

Lowry, who was 39 at the time of his death, had been tabbed the club's Inaugural 
Player Development Man of the Year in 1996 after leading the Class A Fayetteville 
Generals to 2 second-hall division tite and a South Atlantic League post-season berth, 

Lowry was in his fourth season as a manager in the Tigers’ minor league system, and 
he had also spent parts of four seasons as a player with Detroit, including the 1984 World 
Championship campaign. Lowry is survived by his wife Pamela and children Sesilie, 
Amanda and Zachary. 
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ONEONTA TIGERS (SHORT-SEASON A) 


THE SEASON: Oneonta, in its first year as a Tigers affiliate, went down to the wire 
with eventual McNamara Divsion champion Utica. The Tigers fell short by a single game after 
winning their final four contests to close out the season, 


THE BATS: The offense lagged behind the pitching for the Tigers as the club finished 
13th in the league in hitting and had the fewest home runs. Balmes Lara paced the team with a 
276 batting average, seven home runs, 37 RBI and 103 total bases. Oneonta finished second 
in the league with 131 stolen bases with infielder Reggie Nelson leading the team and finishing 
fifth in the league with 32 steals. Brant Ust, the Tigers’ sixth-round draft pick in 1999, ranked 
second on the team with 34 RBI, 


THE ARMS: The Tigers were blessed with the New York-Penn League's top pitching 
staff, posting a 3.13 team ERA to finish ahead of Hudson Valley (3,35) and lead the Tigers’ 
entire minor league system. Randy Leek finished second in the league with a 1.56 ERA and 
paced the league with only nine walks in 63 innings. Aaron Barnett was 5-0 in relief for the 
Tigers, and Jason Frasor had a 1.69 ERA in 12 games before being promoted to West 
Michigan. Closer Gregory Watson tied for the league lead in appearances and led the league 
with 19 saves, six more than the second-place finisher. Watson also finished second overall in 
saves among the Tigers’ minor league closers, eight behind Jacksonville stopper Francisco 
Cordero. Tim Kalita, who was also promoted to West Michigan, made three starts for the Tigers 
and did not allow a run in his 12.1 innings of work, surrendering just three hits, fanning 15 and 
walking five.

Tigers Win Organization of the Year 
Awards in 1997 


Both Howe Sportsdata Intemational, the official statistical service of minor leaque 
baseball, and Basebal! America magazine each named the Detroit Tigers the Organization 
of the Year In 1997, 

The major leaque Tigers’ impressive 26-win improvement over the 1996 season was cited 
by both Howe and Baseball America as a major factor in Organization of the Year honors. 

The club's increased focus on player development also played a role in winning the 
awards, however. In the spring of 1996, Baseball America rated the Tigers’ minor league 


system as the second-worst in all of baseball. But over the next two seasons Detroit's farm 
system made a dramatic tumaround. 

In 1997, the Tigers’ six minor league affiliates combined for a 363-320 record and a 
531 winning percentage, fifth-best among the 30 major league clubs (including Tampa Bay 
and Arizona). 

Detroit joined the Atlanta Braves as the only clubs in baseball to win Organization of the 
Year honors from both Howe and Baseball America in the same season. 

Baseball America also named the Tigers’ Class A West Michigan affiliate its Team of the 
Year in 1997 after producing a record of 92-39, the best mark in the minor leagues, 


GULF COAST TIGERS (ROOKIE) 


THE SEASON: The Tigers finished third in the Northern Division just four games out 
of first place, The club's 29-31 record was one game better than last year’s third-place finish. 
The team's batting (.254) and pitching (3.65) ranked fifth overall in the Gulf Coast League. 


THE BATS: The Tigers were led by Steve Rodriguez, who had a team-leading 14 
doubles, four home runs and 29 RBI. Prior to his promotion to Oneonta, Ramon Santiago led 
the Tigers with a .321 batting average, and he stole 20 bases in 35 games. Neil Jenkins, the 
Tigers’ third-round pick in the 1999 draft, batted .297 in 33 games in his first professional action 
and finished second on the squad with 13 doubles. He also added 15 RBI and 18 runs scored, 


THE ARMS: Jeremy Lewis was the staff anchor as he started 10 games and had a 
2.70 ERA, a mark which would have ranked tied for ninth in the league had he qualified, Lewis’ 
five victories also led the Tigers. Pablo Arias totaled the most innings for the Tigers (65.2) and 
the fifth-most in the GCL as he started 12 games, finishing with a 3.02 ERA. His 60 strikeouts 
were fourth in the league. Fernando Rodney finished tied for second in the league with nine 
saves in 22 games before he was promoted lo Class A Lakeland.

The Tigers first played at Lakeland’s Joker Marchant Stadium in 1966. 


The Detroit Tigers return to Spring Training in 2000 for their 64th season in Lakeland 
and their 35th at Joker Marchant Stadium. 

The Tigers first trained in Lakeland in 1934 at Henley Field before moving a mile north 
to Marchant Stadium in 1966. 

Marchant Stadium was named in honor of the late Joker Marchant, Lakeland's former 
parks and recreation director. The all-concrete grandstand of the stadium was built by the 
City of Lakeland at a cost of $500,000 and originally seated 4,900 spectators. Expansion 
projects from the early 1970's to the present time have brought the current capacity to 
7,100 seats, Included in the renovation process was a $160,000 light installation project 
enabling the first night game to be played in 1972. In 1994, a food and picnic plaza was 
constructed behind the stands for the convenience of the fans. 

Adjacent to the 12-acre tract on which the stadium is situated is Tigertown, the Tigers’ 
minor league training site since 1953. A three-story dormitory provides housing for 190 
players and coaches. It was dedicated in 1971 and named in honor of the late John 
Fetzer, former owner and president of the Detroit Tigers. A new administration building, 
cafeteria and recreation center were constructed in 1993 to complete the Tigertown 
renovation, 

Several changes were also made to the clubhouse building at Marchant Stadium 
during the 1997-98 off-season. Three executive offices and a large suite were added to 
the complex as well as offices for both the home and visiting managers. The locker room 
and laundry areas were also expanded at that time. 

The Tigers have trained exclusively in Lakeland since 1934, except for a three-year 
wartime sabbatical to Evansville, IN, from 1943-45, The association between the Detroit 
Tigers and the City of Lakeland remains the longest-lasting relationship between a major 
league baseball team and a current Spring Training host city. 

In 1999, the Tigers drew the largest crowd in Marchant Stadium history when 7,420 
fans paid to see the Tigers defeat the New York Yankees, 8-7, on March 25, 

The Tigers’ record at Marchant Stadium is 260-212-7 and 2,014,007 fans have paid to 
see Tiger Grapefruit League games since the park opened.
